Status of Claims 
Claims 13-22 are currently pending in the application. 

Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's amendment / response filed on January 17, 2006, 
and that has been entered. Claim 1 has been canceled. Claim 13 has been amended. Claims 18- 
22 have been added and claims 2-12 were canceled previously. 

Claims 18-22 are withdrawn from further consideration by the Examiner under 37 C.F.R. 
1. 142 (b) as being directed to non-elected subject matter. 

Applicant's arguments and amendments have been fully considered and found persuasive 
with respect to the rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) and the rejection is hereby 
withdrawn.
